hold jobs. When we are talk- 

ing about the capitalist system 

it means to most Asians and 

Orientals what happened to na- 

tive labor in the distant colonies 
of more powerful nations. 


Henry Ford II, who continues 
to grow in stature as an indus- 
trial statesman, chose Helsinki, 
Finland for his second major 
speech before European indus- 
trialists, writers and professional 
men, 

His premise was that while 
the primary responsibility of a 
businessman is still to make a 
profit, that what happens after 
the profit is made is quite dif- 
ferent today from what tran- 
spired a few generations ago. 


What management still must 
do is—meet the payroll. (A lot 
of persons on payrolls forget 
this essential fact. Too often the 
attitude seems to be that profits 
come routinely each day much 
as the sun rises each morn.) 
So, the primary purpose is, and 
must be, a profit. Without it 
businesses and factories cannot 
continue operation. 


But today’s profit—and the 
management which makes it—is 
called upon to discharge social 
obligations and responsibilities. 


Responsibility 

There are laws which so re- 
quire. But as one looks at the 
American capitalist system one 
sees very clearly, and beyond 
any argument, that those indus- 
tries and businesses which meet 
only the requirements of the law 
as to hours, wages, the social 
security legislation, and other 
similar acts, do not make the 
progress they expect. 


Henry Ford said it very well 
in interpreting the American 
system to the Finns and their 
guests from many countries. 


“The businessman's responsi- 
bilties go far beyond what he 
is told to do by the law,” he 
said. ‘‘American business to- 
day lives in an entirely differ- 
ent: social climate than existed 
in the 19th century in my coun- 
try or in any other country. 

“The business tycoon is dead, 
and his successor, the manager 
who runs the business and who 
probably owns only a_ small 
share of it, no longer controls 
the social environment in which 
he lives. 

‘‘New pressures, new forces 
are at work, and unless the 
businessesman is alert to them 
and accepts the responsibilities 
of industrial citizenship, he will 
fail economically as well as so- 
cially. 

“In short, he still has to make 
a profit, but he is no longer free 
to make it any way he chooses. 

“The American businessman 
is no saint,” he continued, ‘‘and 
I am not here to canonize him. 
I believe, however, that his con- 
duct, from the standpoint of so- 
cial responsibility, will stand 
comparison with the conduct of 
any other social or economic 
group.”’ 


Community 


He developed in detail the 
mass production idea of an hon- 
est product at the lowest pos- 
sible price; of steadily improv- 
ing working conditions which in- 
clude health and hospitalization 
measures; air cooling and con- 
Gition of plants, recreation and 
social programs; and then out- 
lined in detail the pattern of 
community participation. 

Businessmen not only make 
financial contributions, he told 
them. They serve in planning 
and participating in necessary 
campaigns. He told them of 
businessmen in Pittsburgh who 
joined with labor and civic com- 
mittees to remove slums and 
build parks and streets, to elim- 
inate smoke and pollution of 
streams. He reviewed Detroit's 
civic improvement . program 
which will extend across 20 
years of planning; and similar 
programs in Phiadelphia and 
other cities across the nation. 

He came then to education— 
and the growing awareness of 
the businessman of his stake in 
improved educational methods 
and facilities, in both. private 
and public fields.

INDEPENDENCE, Mo., July 9 
(—Harry S. Truman, “feeling 
fine,’’ came home today from the 
hospital where he spent 20 days 
as a surgical patient. 

The former President made an 
unheralded departure from Re- 
search Hospital in Kansas City at 
5:30 a.m., stepped into the family 
car and was driven here, accom- 
panied only by Mrs. Truman and 
Mike Westwood, an Independence 
policeman. 

Mrs. Truman said he had break- 
fast on the porch at the home and 
then went to bed. She added his 
only comment was: “It’s good to 
be home. I’m feeling fine.” 

Truman underwent an emergen- 
cy operation for removal] of his gall 
bladder and appendix June 20. 
Physicians had expected him to be 
in the hospital only 10 days, but 
his stay was prolonged by hyper- 
sensitivity to certain post-operative 
drugs.

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Final Farm Bill 
Will Be Compromise 


The Senate Agriculture Committee, 
reflecting the strength of farm bloc states, 
has rejected the House-approved compro- 
mise for a flexible price support range of 
from 82% to 90 per. cent of parity. 

As did the House committee, it turned 
down requests of President Eisenhower 
and Secretary of Agriculture Benson for 
a one-year extension of the present rigid 
90 per cent of parity formula. 

There will, of course, be a floor fight 
on the measure. There will be oratory 
and breast-beating—for home consump- 
tion. Finally the Senate will pass a com- 
promise bill very similar to that passed 
by the House of Representatives—for a 
very good reason. 

Farm bloc leaders prefer an 8242 to 90 
per cent of parity formula to a 75 per cent 
level which they will get if they insist 
on 90 per cent rigid suports. The admin- 
istration has very clearly indicated that 
it will not accept the latter. President 
Eisenhower will veto it, in fact, automati- 
cally bringing the lower supports into ef- 
fect at the end of this year. The final 
bill, then, will be a compromise that he 
will accept. 

Meanwhile, the Department of Agri- 
culture estimates a 25 per cent reduction 
in this year’s cotton crop under the rigid 
federal support and control program for 
the current year. Such a reduction will 
tend to bring production more nearly into 
balance with consumption, although there 
still will be around 9,000,000 bales on 
hand in government and other ware- 
houses. 

Less production should result in some 
reduction of present stocks during the 
next year and a consequent strengthening 
of cotton prices this fall and next year. 

Cotton still is suffering from declines in 
the export market. @mcreased production 
in other countries at cheaper prices grad- 
ually is eating away at American exports. 
The American cotton producer some day 
may find himself confined entirely to the 
domestic market. 


Moscow Unloaded Junk 
On Guatemalan Reds 


For some years the Communists in 
Guatemala sent love notes to the Krem-_ 
lin. They even ordered bags of Com- 
munist earth from Russia and the satel- 
lite countries to use in ceremonies in 
Guatemala. 

And with their usual cynicism, the 
Kremlin Reds encouraged them. 

Then came a test. 

An anti-Communist army was being 
organized to move against the Guate- 
mala Reds. That government appealed 
to Moscow and asked to buy arms to 
repel the rebels. 

Moscow sold them about $20,000,000 
Ni igs of arms and took the pay in dol- 
ars. 

The anti-Communist army did invade. 

And when the Red-directed army was 
ordered to move against the invaders 
they found that the cannon bought from 
Russia were too large for the roads.. This 
was just as well as they wouldn't shoot, 
anyhow, being worn out guns captured 
from the Germans in the Second World 
War. There were also machine guns of 
varying size and no uniform ammunition. 

Largest single item was a huge sup- 
ply of antitank mines. There were no 
tanks in the war. 

The Communist-dominated army’ was 
all but helpless, 

The Soviets had collected their blood 
money and had double-crossed their 
comrades for the sake of a big profit. 

When it comes to squeezing a profit, 
even out of their comrades, the Kremlin 


boys make a sweatshop operator look al- 
most benevolent.

Case of Paul Crouch 
Is an Object Lesson 


There’s some kind of a lesson in the 
case of Paul Crouch, ex-Communist 
turned informer and consultant of the 
Justice Department in anti-Communist 
cases. 

Mr. Crouch has turned on his new em- 
ployers, too. He has formally demanded 
an investigation by Congress of Atty. 
Gen. Herbert Brownell Jr. and his deputy, 
William P. Rogers. 

The reason, surprising as it may seem, 
came about because some of the testimony 
Mr. Crouch has given in previous hear- 
ings is now being questioned as to cred- 
ibility. Some nosy newspaper columnists, 
for instance, dug up some information 
wherein Mr. Crouch allegedly contra- 
dicted himself. 

Questioning of his reliability by 
Brownell and his aide, now says Mr. 
Crouch, “has given considerable aid and 
comfort to enemies of the United States.” 

Officials in Washington are reported 
as flabbergasted with Mr. Crouch’s turn- 
ing against “the hands that feed him.” 
It brings up the question of paid inform- 
ers in general, especially as their role re- 
lates to cases involving individual repu- 
tations. 

At any rate, the whole record of Mr. 
Crouch now necessarily must come under 
examination. Out of it should come a 
more intelligent approach to the securing 
of reliable information. It might bring 
about a little more restraint, too, in the 
handling of rumor as fact.

News Now Travels 
With Giant Steps 


In this contracted world, nestling in the un- 
certainty of the split atom, distance and time 
are mere tricks, bringing together across the vast 


distances heartbeats half a globe apart. The evolution of the trans- 
mission of news is one of the skeins knitting closer the faraway 


places of this tightening sphere. 


News has traveled with the strides of running men, 


the hoof- 


beats of horses, the pulsating engines of steamships—and with the 
unseen power of the electric impulse. 


News happens and is tied to- 
gether swiftly. 

Consider the events of one day 
this week. The Prague, Czechoslo- 
vakia, radio put upon the Soviet- 
controlled air a claim that seven 
American soldiers seized at the 
German border by Czech guards 
had been engaged in espionage. 
This declaration was picked up by 
monitoring stations in Europe, put 
upon cables and radio transmis- 
sion lines to the United States, and 
in a short few minutes teletype 
machines in hundreds of newspa- 
per offices across this land were 
saying:

Before this patently trumped-up 
business had settled upon the news- 
pages of the country, Washington 
had been heard from. 

The press officer of the State 
Department called in reporters. A 
statement was handed out, It said 
that the seven American soldiers 
were engaged in peaceful pursuits 
and were minding their own busi- 
ness when set upon by the Czecho- 
slovakians. Furthermore, he said 
a note was sent to the Soviet sat- 


ellite, to hand back the soldiers 
immediately. 

Only a few moments had fled 
this earth between the sputter of 
the Czech radio and Washington 
impressing its story upon the sur- 
face of time. Few newspapers, 
even in their early editions, had 
only the Czech view of the case 
of the missing soldiers. 

Transmission wires bring news 
instantly from practically all parts 
of the earth to the newspaper of- 
fices of this: nation. The teletypes 
pound steadily, 60 words a min- 
ute, hour after hour. In the offices 
of this newspaper, more than 150,- 
000 words pour in during each 
eight-hour period. 

The newspaper is concerned 
with all events, not just those 
which happen in distant places. 
Take the case of the worried moth- 
er. She came into the city room 
this week bringing a story of trav- 
ail. Her young daughter had left 
her home in New Orleans. The 
girl's grandfather, distraught, had 
been felled by a heart attack. 
Could we help find the girl? The 
child, a teen-ager, was thought to 
be in Atlanta, The mother offered 
a picture of the girl, a portion 
of a large photograph taken at 
some gay outing, 

The story came out the next 
morning together with a small pic- 
ture, The girl saw the story, turned 
herself in at the Atlanta police sta- 
tion, and now she is back home. 

The news beats in every minute.

Then, 15 minutes before the 
hour was up, the 25 sat on the 
pool’s edge.

I'm going 
to let you try.” 

At that 25 pairs of eyes spar- 
kled.

JUST PSYCHOLOGY 


One by one they jumped in, 
snatched at paddle boards and 
kicked across to the other side. 
They were so proud they were 
about to pop.

If it were employed more 
often in the home, both parents 
and children would be infinitely 
happier. Children feel capable. 
They sense their growing abili- 
ties. They want to use them. 
Often they need to be shown 
how to use them both safely 
and to best advantage, but, 
given self-confidence and put 
on their mettle, they can and 
do accomplish marvels.
